The first'posts are said to have orig- 


inated in the regular couriers estab- 
lished by Cyrus the Great about 550 
B. C., who erected post bouses through- 
out the kingdom of Persia. Augustus 
was the first to introduce this institu- 
tion among the jEtomims, 31 B. C., and 
be was imitated:-by Charlemagne abo.ut 
800 A. D. Louis XI. -was tie first 
sovereign to. establish post houses in 
France, owing to his eagerness for 
news, and. they were also the first in- 
stitution of this nature in Europe. 
This was in 1470, or about 2,000 years 
after theyv were started'in Persia.

(1481)--riders "on post horses went'

from Maynesville, N. C., to Murph 
is a very slow and tedious one, on 
hundred 'and twenty miles. Six hour 
are /consumed in going 
over thi 


crooked and mountainous route. 
am always satisfied that we do no 
go faster. 
Such 
scenery 
one ha 


never 
looked 
at; 'looking to th 


right in man'y places the mountain 
seem to challenge the clouds to com 
and kiss' their tops; while the sun 
evidently settles on the tr.ee tops waj 
up yonder above the e|gles' nests anc 
the big red moon looks as if it ha 
had 
some 
sort of a disagreemen 


with the sun. 
To me the sun "do 


move and de earth am square;" som 
say that one ought to know thai th 
sun rises in the east and sets in th 
west and hurries at night to come 
again to the starting point. 


The mountains every -here anc 


there have a cleared spot on their 
sides and if you look closely you wil 
discern *a curl of smoke rise in the 
vicinity, showing 
that 
some one 


lives near by. 
Often a v corn field 


may be seen away up yonder where 
the ears get to be three inches long 
These people are all happy as can 
be;- many of them don't see a dollar 
in a year.

rews, along this road, some New 
ork men have one of the largest 
anneries in the United States. Bark 
s1 getting scarce, however, still they 
have enough to run them for some 
years. 


Andrews is a beautitul spot in a 


very fertile valley, about a mile wide, 
and here this summer there was one 
field of twenty acres that produced 
thirty-five bushels of wheat to the 
acre, and near it is a big corn -field 
that is_estimated to produce this year 
a hundred bushels of ears to the 
acre. 
Crops of all kinds are away 


above the average in all this country 
The corn looks as well as it does in 
the celebrated Lancaster county.

This hotel is fifty years ahead of 


the town of Murphy which, however, 
is a very pretty place with nice 
buildings and some of the salt of the 
earth in men like Will Owenb/, Mr. 
Wolford, Mr. Smathers and others. 
It was Mr. Smathers, who felt he 
could not take the cash with him but 
that he would like to perpetuate his 
name, that built the Regal Hotel at 
'a cost of a hundred thousand dollars. 
It is a dandy and up-to-date in every 
particular, with a rate to commercial 
men of $2 and $2.50, with bath.

From Murphy I jumped to Blue

know that 31 is also a code sign. /Rail- 
road operators, howe^ er, know that 
"this call is a signal to the operator at 
the other end to eome back and repeat 
train signals to the sending operator. 
It also has another meaning. 'Train 
order to be signed by conductor and 
engine driver.' Nineteen, on the other 
hand, means that the train order is not 
to be signed by conductor or engine 
driver. Tvrcnty-four has also the lat- 
ter significance on some roads. 


"Five is simply an interrogation 


point and in the vernacular could be 
translated 'Anything doing?' Thirteen 
signifies 'Do you understand?' Twen-

But as many as re- 
ceived Him to them gave He the 
right to become the sons of God" (John 
i, 10-12). The world by its wisdom 
knows not God (I Cor. 1, 21). Israel. 
chosen and dealt with as no other na- 
tion. mocked the messengers of God 
and despised His words and misused 
His prophets until the wrath of the 
Lord arose against His people till 
there was no remedy (II Sam. vii. 23; 
II Chron. xxsrri. 16). 
How much 


worse will be the doom of those who 
at the end of this age know not God 
and obey not the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ (II Thess. i, 7-9). 


If you think of Israel as the vine- 


yard of the Lord (Isa v, 1-7) consider 
how He could have done -more- for her 
than He did and endeavor to answer 
the question.
